PENNSYLVANIA’S UNTERRIFIED 


Proceedings of the Democratic Convention 
at Harrisburg. 

THIarnrispunGc, Pa, September 4.—Clouds 
and sunshine alternated this morning, as the 
delegates to the democratic state convention 
begau to bestir themselves, and there was an 
absence of brass band enthusiasm and decora- 
tions when they arrived at the operahouse. 
There was a long delay in the assembling of 
the convention, and it was about 11 o'clock 
when Chairman Kisner rapped the dclegates 
to order and requested Secretary Nead to read 
the cali. 

Even at that hour there were comparatively 
few people inthe hall and the preliminaries 
were listlessly gone through with. On the 
stage were representatives of ali the leading 
newspapers in the state, and a few of the more 
prominent democrats who came to participate 
or look on. 

There is conspicuous absence of old-time 
leaders, and the convention seemed glad when 
it was whispered about that William A. Wal- 
lace, of Clearfield, would arrive before noon. 
AS was the case at the republican convention 


there are many 
YOUNG MEN AMONG THE DELEGATES 

and numerous new faces. There were » few 
substitutions as the calling of the roll pro- 
ceeded, and when Secretary Read’s voice died 
away on the last name it was found that there 
was a full representation for all districts. Hon. 
Sam’! W. Wherry. of Cumberland, was chosen 
temporary chairman without delay and was 
escorted to the stage by Samuel Josephs, of 
Philadelphia, and Patrick Foley, of Allegheny, 
thus merging the east, west and center of the 
getate democracy in one group. 

Mr. Wherry’s speech was not long. He ar- 
raigned the republican party for many mis- 
deeds and severely criticised the management 
ofthe sinking fund commissioners, closing 
with an eulogy of the democratic party. He 
mentioned the name of Cleveland and the 
convention was soon cheering itself hoarse. 

Ex-Senator King, of Schuylkill county, 
moved that committees of one from each 
scnatorial district be constituted on resolutions, 
permanent organization, credentials, rales and 
vice-presidents, which was agreed to, 

The secretary announced that the names for 
these committees had already been handed in, 
whereupon the convention took a recess for 
half an hour. vs 

THE PLATFORM ADOPTED, 

After recess J. B. Woyly, of Schuvikill 
county, was made permanent chairman. There 
were no con®*ts, The platform was read aid 
adopted, the different planks being greeted 
with hearty cheers.

The Venerable Mrs. Polk Celebrates Her 


Eighty-Sixth Birthday. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., September 4.—[Special.] 
— Eighty-six years old isthe widow of Presi- 
dent James K. Polk to-day. The venerable 
lady received anumvber of friends who called, to 
renew the assurance of esteem and _ re- 
membrance, and greet one whose existence is 
a link between a historic past a stirring prfe- 
sent. The mental vitality which Mrs. Polk 
displays, either by way or discussion of current 
events or reminicences, is remarkable. Her 
memory is singularly accurate, capable of re- 
producing scenes and incidents in detail from 
virllood to the present. 

HER GRASP OF PUBLIC QUESTIONS 

is an apt commentary upon her long associa- 
tion with national characters, and interested 
observation of their movements upon the 
national arena. Time has not withered the 
strength of an elastic temperament, and her 
conversation is notably free from the veiled 
sadness which is apt to steal into the thread of 
life as it nears its end. 

This morning the sons and daughters of 
many with whom she and_ her. husband had 
been intimately associated a half century ago 
gathered in the reception room atthe Polk 
place, and with easy grace and cordial courtesy 
she guided or followed the drift of conversa- 
tion. 

The venerable lady bears herself with the 
dignity and gentleness Of an American woman, 
thoroughiy imbtted with the vigor of its repub- 
lican institutions. Proud of their growth and 
tenderly mindful of the honor which the re- 
publie had bestowed upen one whom it is easy 
to sce old age holds firm on the pedestal of 
affection and admiration, which young woman- 
hoad had erected for its ideal of manhood. 

WAITING FOR THE END. 

To one who had expressed the hope that for 
many years she might be left to family and 
friends, she said: 

*‘T realize that your kind wish must fail. I 
am reminded that my course of life has nearly 
been run, and that soon Imust pass beyond 
the river. This realization, bowever, has no 
terrors for me. I view the past and present 
cheerfully, for life has known but one sorrow 
for ne, the death of my husband.”’ 

Some one asked Mrs.°Poik how she spent 
her time, to which she replied: 

‘Mainly in reading cowént literature and in 
writing. My corres; ondence is very large. Of 
course, I amunable toanswer more than a 
fractional part of the letters I receive, but I 
Still reply to many.”’ 

The chircgraphy of Mrs. Polk is excellent. 
By way of incident an envelope directed to a 
prominent government official was shown, the 
address being alnfost free from tremu!ousness 
and berfectly legible. The course of the con- 
versation took a more impersonal direction 
under her guidance, and both men and events 
of the present day were discussed. 

Mrs. Polk entertains a very high regard for 
Mr. Cieveland, She thinks him a great man.

WHITE HOUSE CHAT. 


The President Stops Over an Hour—A Cab” 
inet Meeting Saturday. 

W ASHINGTON, September 4.—President and 
Mrs. Harrison, accompanied by Dr. Scott and 
Private Secretary Halford, arrived at the 
white house today from Deerpark at 2:45 p. 
m. The party looked rather weary and dusty. 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker was in wait- 
ing and Secretary Procter was immediately 
summoned. There was no regular cabinet 
meeting, but within his hour’s stay at the 
white house the president managed also to see 
Secretary Tracy, Attorney-General Miller and 
Assistant Secretary Batcholler, and tbus 
gather an idea of the course of business in 
most of the departments. No appointments 
were forthcoming as the result of these inter- 
views, and afew minutes before 4 o’clock the 
party again entered carriages and were driven 
to the Baltimore and Ohio railroad station, 
where they took the train for Philadelphia. 

It is understood that a meeting of the mem- 
bers of the cabinet will be held at noon Satur- 
day next. ‘The subject of an extra session of 
congress will probably be discussed then-and a 
decision reached. 

A cabiegram received at the navy depart-— 
ment today announces the arrival of the Ga- 
lena, under command of Commander Sumuer, 
at St. Nicholas Mole, Hayti. 

Admiral Gherardi, onthe Kearsarge, is also 
at St. Nicholas Mole in communication with 
the navy department. Itis probable that the 
Kearsarge will come north scon, but that they 
will bo left largely, if not entirely, to the ad- 
miral’s discretion. 
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FAILED IN THE CONTRACT. 


The Cruiser Charleston Daes Not Come Up 
to the Requirements, 

WASHINGTON, September 4.—A report re- 
ceived today atthe board of steam engineer- 
ing. navy department, from one of the 
inspectors on the new cruiser, Charleston, 
built by the Union Iron works, San Francisco, 
for the government, states that the horse power 
developed by the ship in her recent official run 
will probably not be reported above 6,700 by 
the trial board in their official 
report. The vessel worked beau- 
tifully, every part of her machinery 


moving in perfect order without the least heat- | 


ing. She was run six hours instead of four, as 
stipuiated in the contract, and she worked 
better during the last two hours than she did 
at first, thers proving her excellent staying 
qualities. Her speed during six hours averaged 
about eighteen and one-fourth knots. If this 
be confirmed by the official report the ship will 
have failed to make the contract requirement 
of 7,000 horse power by 300, which will subject 
her builder to a penalty of 830,000. The boiler 
performance in this ship has been in excess of 
that of the Yorktown in _ proportion. 
The contractors did everything in their 
wer to meet the requirements 
of the contract, importing thand- 
picked Welch coal for use on the trial. 
vessel was built on the plans of the Nani- 
wakan, English designed, which had about 
twenty-four trials before she was accepted. It 
is believed that the contractors will go to con- 
gress for relief from penalties, on the ground 
that the plans for the vesse! were defective.

KILLING OF FOUR OF THE NEGRO 
RINGLEADERS. 


BLOODY AFFRAYS IN. MISSISSIPPI 
A Sheriff and Posse Shoot Four Rioters Who 


Resist Arrest-A Negro Shoo's a 
Constable, 


New Oxveanxs, September 4.—A specia 
from Greenwood, Mississippi, says: From 
the present appearances it looks as though the 
sun of peace would supercede thecloud of war. 
The sheriff of this county returned from Min- 
ter City, the seat of the war, last evening and 
reports everything quiet up there. Four of 
the ring-leaders—Adolph ‘Horton, Scott Mor-. 
ris, M. J. Dial and Jack Dial—were killed. 

The military arrived at Minter City at 7 
o’clock yesterday morning. The excitement 
among the negroes was auzmented by a report 
that a peaceful negro had been killed during 
the night for refusing to take up arms against 
the white people. Upon the arrival of troops 
it was Jearned that a party of 
about one hundred and sixty negroes, well 

ARMED WITH WINCHESTER RIYLES, 

were encamped near Cane Lake, a distance of 
six or eight miles from Minter City. A recon- 
noitering party of citizens, numbering fifty 
men, was organized and proceeded to inter- 
view the belligerent blacks. After riding for 
some time through a dese forest of cane and 
vines, they arrived at the place designated as 
the camp of the negroes, but to their surprise 
they had moved to some other plate. A search 
was at once instituted. Part of the men were 
detailed to go in different directions and make 
a thorough search of the entire surrounding 
country in order to discover their whereabouts. 
The party, while passing through the planta- 
tion of Mr. C. A. Lownes, came upon Adolph 
Horton and Jack Dial, and they were com- 
manded to surrender. Without regarding the 
command of the officers, they drew their pis 

tols and started to ran, when 

THEY WERE SHOT DOWN. 

These two were very desperate and mis- 
chievous and had been the principal aicers of 
Cromwell and Thomas in arousing tho negroes 
of this county. The other leaders were killed 
this morning while resisting arrest. Thomas 
Allan and Cromwell, the moving spirits of the 
insurrection, have not been arrested, but the 
Whites and the better class of negroes are des 
termined to bring them to justice. 

George Allan is the one who killed another 
negro last Sunday night on Townsend’s place 
for refusing to join his band, andedét 1s believed 
he is still in this country. Cromwell is an ex- 
convict and one of the principal! instigators of 
the riot. His whereabouts at present are un- 
known, but thcre are about 75 or 100 men 
searching the woods for Allan. and his acéom- 
plices, of whom there are about eight. The 
best of feeling prevails betwecn the whites and 
better class of negroes, and when this trouble- 
some element has been brought to justice the 
machinery of affairs will move on as though 
nothing had happened. 

A STORE BURNED. 

A dispatch from Greenwocd, Mississippi, 
says a squad of fifteen negroes, headed by 
George Allen, last night, Lurned the store of 
Mr. Jemicson, at Shady Grove, on the Talla- 
hatchic river, becatse he refused to sell them 
powder and shgt. A party of two hundred 
white men are pursuing Allen and his gang, 
which is in the neighborhood ef Sunnyside. A 
cheriff’s posse captured the mulés ridden by 
men who had gone for a supply of ammuni- 
tion, and with them 2,000 Winchester rifie car- 
tridges, ten pounds of buckshot and tive 
pounds of powder. The number of hostile 
negroes is now estimated to be from 100 to 150, 
and they are still in large squads, one ofgwhich 
is lead by George AWen and the otfer by 
Backitt. 
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WHO KILLED DUNK YORK? 


A Constable’s Posse and a Negro Exchange 
Shots. 

JACKSON, Miss., September 4.—[{Special.]— 
Your correspondent has just visited Arthur 
Marley, the negro who today shot Constable 
Whitaker, at Clinton, in the attempt to arrest 
him. Morley is a yellow negro, twenty-five or 
thirty years old, and tells the following story: 

He lives on Judge Cowan’s place, in Warren 
county, near the residence of James Newba 
ker, who was assassinated a few nights since. 
Morley says that he was setting on his gallery 
when Newbaker was killed, but learning that 
he was charged with tie crime and wanted, he 
tried toget to Yazoo City and give himself 
up, fearing that if he fell into the bands of 
Nanbaker’s friends he would be lynched. 
Failing to get to Yazoo City he took a Win- 
chester rifle with him, and came to Clinton to 
givedimselft tp to Judgs Cowan. Finding 
the judge away, he was sitting in the yard, 
gun in hand, when three men came up 

AND DEMANDED HIS SURRENDER. 
Thinking that they were men from Yazoo, 
he refused, and they fired on himand he re- 
turned the fire. Hesays that he fired only 
once and4hat the posse fired several times. 
He was shot __ at, but & negro 
named Dunk York, near him, was killed. 
Whitaker was shot in the arm and leg and 
painfully wounded. Morley escaped, coming 
on foot, gunin hand, reached this city and 
sought Judge Cowan, his employer. He was 
placed in jail and warrants from a Clinton 
magistrate have been served onhim. He says 


that it was impossible for him to have killed | 


the negro York, whose death was evidently 
accidental, but it is asserted by the Clinton 
people that he was killed with a Winchester 
ball and one of the posse was using a shotgun 
and the other men pistols. 
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DETERMINED ON DYING. 


A Prominent Railroad Man of Florida Com- 
mits Suicide. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 4.—A spe 
cial from Seville to the Times-Union says: 
William Kemble Lente, a prominent railroad 
and rea! estate man, committed suicide here 
today. He began his work of self-destruction 
by slashing his forearm with asharp razor, and 
then took a large dose of morphine, azd ended 
by discharging a revolver into his brain. He 
died almost instantly. Lente was about thirt 
years old, and a son of the late Dr. Frederic 
D. Lente, a prominent physician of New York. 
from whom he had inherited a princely for- 
tune. He was largely interested in the town 
of Seville, being heavily invested in her lands, 
railroads, waterworks, lumber mills and other 
enterprises. Itis said that nearly all of his 
inheritance has been either lost or tied up in 
such a manner that it was unremunerative to 
him, and fear that he had involved others «in 
his reverses drove him to desperation and sui- 
cide. Lente was well connected, and had 
among his friends many of the Jeading men of 
Florida. He was unmarried. His mother is 
still living. 


A MISTAKE ALL AROUND. 


A Fight Between Policemen anda Private 
Watchman. 


INDIANAPOLIS, September 4.—John Wien- 
brock’s saloon, at the suburb of Haughville, 
has been entered by burglars several times and 
the proprietor recently put a watchman, named 
Johns, in the place at night to guard it. Mon- 
day night Officer Campbell, who had oiders 
from the department to watch the store, saw a 
man inside and attempted to go in and arrest 
him. Johns fired ang the policeman ran. In 
half an hour he returned with two officers and 
they demanded the surrender of the man in 
the saloon, Johns thinking they were thugs, 
promptly fired again, inflicting a fatal wound 
on Officer Hagemotter. A regular fusilade 
followed, in which another man was wounded. 
Johns cried out that he was hit and would 
give up. Hecrept tothe door and opened it, 
when the situation Was for the first time re- 
vealed. The watchman was locked up and 
the policeman taken to thehospital, where he is 
aliye, but unconscious.

Evidence Showing That Terry Threatened 
to Kili the Jastice.

M. M. Estee stated that he had known 
Judge Terry for over thirty years, and that the 
fact that he carried a weapon was known to ull 
his acquaintances. 

TERRY THREATENED FIELD.

Terry in jail and Terry said ne would kill 
dudge Sawyer, if it became necessary. 

J. P. Cosgrave, a newspaper reporter, stated 
that he called upon Judge Terry at Fresno, 
after the latter’s release from jail and asked 
fer an expression of his intentions regarding 
Justice Field. Terry. declined to be inter- 
viewed, and said he had no intentions regard- 
ing him. .

NAGLE’S INSTRUCTIONS. 

Marshal Franks testified that upon the ar- 
rival of Justice Feld in San Francisco, June 
17th last, he appointed David Nagle and two 
other deputy marshals, to protect Justice 
Field from assault. He gave general in- 
structions to these men to look out for Justice 
Field, when the latter left for Los Angeles 
about August 7th. e instructed Nagle to 
accompany him, watch Terry and prevent 
them from doing Justice Field any 
violence. He called Nagle’s attention 
to _ the fact that Terry was not 
an ordinary map, and if he met Field is 
would probably be difficult to control him. 
Heo told Nagle that in his opinion Terry 
would assault Field, and if he did 
Nagle would have to act quickly. Wit-

ness said that although Terry might only . 


intend to insult Field when he saw him, he 
did not believe Terry could control his temper, 
and would probably immediately draw his 
knife, He warned Nagle to take no chances, 
but to protect Justice Field at all hazards. 
The case was continued until tomorrow.

THE ARMOR PIERCED. 


Test of the Clark Defiective Armor Yes- 
terday. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Septembers 4.—A com- 
mittee of the advisory board, consisting of 
Commodore J. E. Kretski and Chief Engineer 
Henderson, were detailed for special duty for 
the naval ordnance proving ground today to 
witness the test of the Clarke deficctive armor. 
The inventor, Engineer N. B. Clark (retired) 
was presented by Captain Bartlett and EF. B. 
King, and a numberof naval officers and others 
were present. The. target consisted of a 
section of the proposed turret, designed to rep- 
resent the same resistance as thirteen inches of 
vertical armor, and consisted of four inches of 
steel at an angle of fourteen inches to the line 
of fire, and supported by a vertical steel base 
of eighteen inches. Ten-inch breech-loading 
guns were used. The powder charges were 
supposed to give the velocity of 1,475 feet to a 
500 pound projectile. Shot number one tore a 
hole in the armor, the larger part of it was de- 
flected ; the second made a similar hole; num- 
ber three tore off one of the plate fastenings; 
gt aia aimed at the vertical armor, pierced 
it also.

The Georgia editors who went on the Ohio 
trip as the guests of THe Constitution have 
their eyes open to what is going on and will 
each write a letter detailing their observations.

The Farmers in Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, O., September 2.—[Special 
Correspondence The Constitution. |—Georgia’s 
representative farmers putin their first day 
abroad studying municipal life. The day be- 
ing Sunday a visit tothe Olio valley farms 
on the outskirts of this city was out of the 
question, However, the time was not lost. 
Taking an early start the excursicnists made a 
fullday. Asa matterof factiley were get- 
ting up all through Kentucky.

But you 
get into Cincinnati from Atlanta just as you 
get into one of their saloons on Sunday—by 
the side door. You.go just as if you had con- 
cluded to turn around and go back alter get- 
ting there. 

The excursiciists did not discover the point 
which the Queen and Crescent took so much 
trouble to give them until late in the day. 
When tired of seeing the lions and monkeys 
and bengal tigers at the zoological garden, 
they began to enquire for the lair of the blind 
tiger—a member of, the carnivorous family— 
not ugknown to Georgia. Thenit was learned

outside of any zooin America. Noteven the 
police could find one. Ifhis has been going on 
for four or five Sundays. 

The live stock at tiie zoo interested the visi- 
tors from Georgia, and we seemed to interest 
the anima!s equally as much.

The alliance men said that the stock was 
well kept, butdid net care to cross theirs with 
any they sawib the gardens. It is possible to 
carry the faney siock craze too far, and no one 
could see exactly what practical use an ele- 
phant is@hained up all the time. <All were 
elad, though; that Cincinnati has one, because 
when ~they go home anu the inevitable 
question about seeing the elephant is asked 
we shall not have to confess with mortifica- 
tion that we did not see it. Indeed, the 
excursicnists not onlv saw the elephant but the 
biggest one in captivity in this country, which 
is something to boast of. Itis true that there 
are @lenhants in the United States beside which 
“Chief’’ would be «a dwarf, but they are 
not in menageries, and insteati_— of 
those Jnmbos being in circuses, the circus 
is generally in them, and that is why the 
Georgians are unacquainted with them. An 
incident of the day was a misunderstanding 
which occurred between two members of the 
party. They were looking in at a_ collection 
of birds, among which was a sparrow from the 
forest city, and its name was starred on the 
list.

Whercas, Poillip Armour, Louis Swift, Frank E, 
Vogel, James Newman aud Jacob Meyer, having 
been duly and lawfully summoned to appear as wit- 
nesses before this cuf@mittee, have repeatedly re- 
fused to obey the same. It 3s resolved that the facts 
be reported to tbe chairman of the senate of the 
United States at its pext session in pursuance of 
chapter 7ot the revised statutesof the United States, 

After this action had been taken a reporter 
for the Associated Press called upon Armour 
and asked for an interview. Mr, Armour 
thereupon made the following statement. 

WHAT ARMOUR SAYS. 

‘The reason we did not appear before the sen- 
atorial committee was that we knew that we 
could not expect fair treatment from the hands 
of Mr. Vest, who is notoriously on record ag 
opposed to the dressed beef business.. He is 
the champion amd advocatz of the St. Louis 
cattle markets and opposed to our interests. 
He has been friendly to all hostile beef inspec- 
tion bills that have been introduced in the va- 
rious state legislatures against Chicago dressed 
bee!, which, if passed, would have destroyed 
this business. We are perfectly willing to 
appear before an Smpartial committee and give 
any information pertaining to our business 
which is net of a strictly private nature. We 
have never exerted any influence to-depiess 
the price of cattle og increase the price of 
dressed beef. On the other hand, it is a well 
known fact that cattle are $1 per hundred 
higher than they would beif it was not for 
the dressed beef industry, and we can get a 
deal more out of a bullock than a butcher or a 
man Who kills in sma!l quantities.”’

The Sad Condition of Lllinois Miners—An 
Appeal for Aid. 

Cuicaco, ill., September 4.—~An appeal to 
the public through the press is made by Henry 
D. Lloyd, formerly on the editorial staff of 
one of the Chicago morning papers. Mr. 
Lioyd has wade a personal investigation on 
his own account of the condition of the Illi- 
nois miners. He says. 

There is greater need than ever before for the 
starving mer, women and children of Spring Val. 
icy, in this state. ‘Tbere are thousands of sufferers 
there from want of food, clothing, medicine 
and sympathy. Most of these sufferers are 
children, énd most of the children 
are littie ones, I bave = just returned 
from Spring Vatley. There, in this great and pros- 
nerous state, aud inthe midst of barvest-laden 
{ :rms and rich cities, the visitor will seo a cemetery 
ofthe living. Instead ofthe light of health there 
thines in the eyes of men and women the phospho- 
reseuce Of dyiug strength, and the children fatally 
weakened by wantare dvingof diptheria. There 
are familics where adults and children, grievously 
sick, are withont medical attendance and medi- 
cines, because there is no money to pay for them. 

The men at Spring Valley are not strikers. They 
did not lose their work by striking. It wus taken 
away fromthem. They are victims of two lockouts, 
Last Christmas about 1,000 of them were shut cut of 
work by an order closing a part of the 
mine. Their comrades knowing thut the men 
and their families, thus turned into unex- 
pected idleness in the dead of winter, would starve 
divided their own work withthem. For the rest of 
the winter every minor laid offone day in three in 
orderto give part work to all. This lasted into 
April. Then the community, exhausted Ly this 
strain of supporting three men and their families on 
the earnings oftwo men, reczived its final blow. April 
29th, without previous noticeof any kind, all the 
miners were to!d to take away their tools and leave 
the mines, which wore closed, One afternoon their 
livelihood was taken from them. They had no 
thought or plan of striking. They were not even 
given the chance of working forlower wages. From 
the day they received this notice to quit until WL: 
Scott, of Erie, smade his recent offer of a redue- 
tion of 90 tons, equivalent to about 55 centsor ik ss, 
coupled withthe demand thatthey give up their 
labor ugions. These men have been waiting vol- 
untary idleness to learn what wasto betheir fate, 
Before the lockout they earned on an average, ac- 
cording to their own figures. about $30 per month. 
According to the figures given me by an official 
ofthe company, they earned about H3amonth. If 
these weré the earnings at ninety centsa ton what 
could they be at fifty-fivecentsa ton. S-ttiements 
of strikes elsewhere in the coal regions have caused 
the public to slacken in their contributions of re- 
lief in the mistaken bel'ef thatthe Spring Valley 
difficulty was included in the agreement. This is 
an error. The men aresitll out of work andthe 
situation at Spring Valley is worse than it has been 
elsewhere,

THE SENATE 10MAHAWKS IT AND 
RETURNS THE SCALP. 


Another Lively Day in the Senate—On a 
Tie the President Seals the Fate of the 
Bill. 


The senate took up the Brady bill yesterday, 
tomahawked it neatly and sent the scalp to the 
house with its compliments. 

The bill came up among others for a third read- 
ing, and as soon as it had been read Senator Ballard, 
seeing the bill had not friends enough present to 
pass it, moved to make it the special order for next 
Wednesday. 

Taen the trouble began, and Senator Hall, as big 
sachem, was the first to raise the tomabawk. The 
braves on both sides had.on their war paint and the 
fight at once became general all along the line, 

‘‘T hope that motion will not prevail,” said Sena- 
tor Hali. ‘Il know of several senaiors who will be 
absent on thai day.” 

“I know of some who are absent today,” said 
Senator Ballard. 

“If the pleasure of the senate to .make it the 
special order, I would suggest Tuesday,” said Sena- 
tor Hall, ‘but I do not think it ought to be made 
the special order, It has alre:dy been fully dis- 
cyssed—it was pretty thoroughly discussed yester- 
Gay.”’ 

“I make the request for having it made the special 
order,” replied Senator Ballard, “for the same rea- 
son that the senator opposes it. 
six mep, friends of the bill, who are absent today 
Therefore, I think it would be taking snap judg- 
ment to press its consideration now. Letus set it 
for a day certain, and then if we are not here it will 
be our own fault.” 

“Ifthesenator could give any assurance that 
senators on the otner side would not be absent on 
that day, I would be willing,’’ said Senator Hall. 

‘I hope the motion to make it the special order 
for Wednesday will prevail,’ said Senator S&S RK. 
Harris, the genticman from the wiregrass region. 
“Thisis an important bill, and there are a great 
many peopie waiting on it; they are cailing for its 
passage.” 

‘It hope this bill will be considered today and 
disposed of,”’ said Senator Rice; “it is doing great 
harm. I know, of my own knowledge, that manu- 
faciurers are absolutely standing still awaiting the 
action of the senate. I could tell youa great many 
things about this bill which I don’t 
care to__—iteill until it is put on its 
passage, The farmersmay think it is tor their 
beneiit, butin my judgment there is not a more 
harmful measure that could be passed. I think 
every senator understands this bill. It has been on 
our Gesks, it has been discussed In the newspapers, 
it has been discussed everywhere for the last five or 
six or seven years.”’ 

“We have had this bill under consideration for 
seven yearsas the senator from the thirty-fifth 
says,’’ said Senator Fitzgeiald, ‘‘and if the senator 
from the thirty-sixth wantsto put it off till next 
Thursday, I can’t see where be bas been all that 
time. We have  becn posponing matters 
day after day until the time will soon arrive 
when the session mimst come toa close, and if we 
put off measures tothe heel of the docket we will 
bave to cousiderthem hastily.

An Important Convention. 

The triennial convention of the Royal 
Arch Masons of America will be held in 
Atlanta beginning November 20th. 

This is one of the most important con- 
ventions ever held in the south. About 
eight hundred delegates are expected com- 
ing from every state and territory and from 
the Canadas. One hundred and fifty dele- 
gates will come from Washington City, two 
carloads of delegates will come from San 
Francisco, and each of them will be accom- 
panied by another car filled with California 
fruits, wines, etc. Every Royal Arch Mason 
in Georgia has been invited to be present, 
and a crowd of several thousand visitors is 
expected. Many of the delegates from 
northern cities write that a number of capi- 
talists and friends will accompany them on 
their southern trip. 

A committee composed of Dr, Oslin, of 
Gainesville; Dr. Taylor, of Luthersville; 
Dr. Wolihin, of Macon; Drs. Love and 
Lawshe, of Atlanta, was at work yesterday 
making arrangements. A banquet will be 
given the visitors and an excursion to Tallu- 
lab, or Kennesaw. Rooms were engaged 
at the hotels for five hundred and they will 
be entertained royally by the Georgia Arch 
Masons. This is the first time the conven- 
tion has been held ‘in the south in twenty 
years. Governor Gordon will deliver the 
address of welcome in behalf of the state, 
and Mayor Glenn in behalf of the city. 
The committeo will raise about $5,000 
among the Royal Arch Masons and will 
expect help from the city to perhaps as large 
an amount. It will be made an event in the 
Masonic circles of America, and will be the 
largest conventicn Atlanta will have this 
year. :

The negroes of Texas held a convention 
the other day,and formulated an address 
setting forth the wrongs that are. put upon 
them.

Such wrongs as the negroes of Texas 
complain of can never be righted by con- 
ventions or by politics. They must be 
righted by means of the growth and devel- 
opment of intelligence and individuality of 
the negroes themselves; by their patience 
and forbearance, and, above all, by the 
growth, however slow it may be, of that 
feeling of citizenship that comes with the 
knowledge of a citizen’s responsibility, 

That the negroes of Texasare not ina 
very bad way is shown by some figures 
given in thelr address, They own one 
million acres of land; they pay taxes on 
twenty million dollars’ worth of property;

Ss mais ain’ incest lent associations, ten high schools, 
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three thousand teachers, one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand pupils attending 
schools, twenty-three doctors, twenty-five 
lawyers, one hundred merchants, five 
thousand mechanics, fifteen newspapers, 
‘hundreds of farmers and stockmen and 
several inventors.’’ 

This seems to us to be a pretty good 
showing in every way, and the Texas ne- 
groes ought to be proud of it. 


Close Them Up. 

The card of Mayor Price, of Macon, which 
we printed yesterday, is full of that engaging 
hnmor which characterizes the man and 
makes him popular with all who know him. 
But we cannot ‘permit even a humordus 
view of a situation that has its serious side, 
to limit the mission of Tox CONSTITUTION. 

What Mayor Price says about wickedness 
in Atlanta is perfectly true.

That the deflection of a mile from the proposed route 
would cost the Macon Constriction comp.ny, which 
is to build the road, and which, of course, intends 
to make all it can out of the contract at all hazards, 
more than $10,000, no one not interested in the com- 
pany can believe.

AND MR. PATTERSON HAS LEFT THE 
ciTyY. 


The Controversy Between These Gentlemen 
Looks Decidedly Duel-Like—Governor 
Gordon and the Police Take a Hand. 

Hon. W. A. Huff and Hon. R. W. Patter- 
son, both members of the house of representa- 
tives from Bibb connty, have been seeking a 
field of honor for two or three days past for the 
purpose of adjusting by the code a difficulty 
which is now pending. — 

But there will be no adjustment today. 

Mr. Huff has been arrested and is now tn- 
der guard. 

Mr. Patterson is out of the city, but is being 
closely pursaed by detectives, who will take 
him in the instant he comes under their ob- 
servation. 

Both gentlemen are well knowrr throughout 
the state, and the trouble between them has 
been attracting the attention of their friends 
every where since its inception. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

The immediate cause of the trouble was & 
cardé which appeared in the Macon Telegraph, 
on Monday last,over Mr. Patterson’s signature. 
In that card Mr. Patterson used some de 
cidedly stroug language about Mr. Huff— 
among other things, stating that the insinua- 
tion made in an interview with Mr. Huff was 
a willful and deliberate lie. | 

The card was extremely severe, and those 
who read it knew that Mr. Huff would not 
rest under it quietly. 

And they were right. 

The card resulted in a correspondence, and 
that correspondence would have resulted ina 
meeting outside the state, probably today, but 
for the arrest of Mr. Huff last night. 

WHY MR. PATTERSON WROTE THE CARD. 

The people of Macon have long been admir- 
ing Atlanta’s paved streets, and several months 
ago they decided to put down blocks in their 
city. In order todo so the gentlemen advo- 
cating the question determined to leave it to a 
vote of the people and requested their repre- 
sentatives to introduce a bill in the legislature 
authorizing that election. The bill was drawn 
and placed in the hands of the representatives, 
Messrs. Hardeman, Patterson and Huff, but 
for some cause it was not brought before the 
house. 

The delay caused considerable talk among 
the friends of the bill in Macon. 

Everybody wanted to know who was re 
sponsible for the delay. 

A CARD BY MR. PATTERSON. 

Finally it reached Mr. Patterson’s ears that 
some one charged him with the delay, aud on 
Friday last an editorial appeared in the Macon 
Telegraph, in which Mr. Patterson was made 
to appear anxious to know «why the bill was 
not introduced. 

That morning the paper containing the ar- 


‘ticle was laid upon Mr. Huff’s desk, upon Mr. 


Hardeman’s desk, and upon Senator Bartlett’s 
desk. 

That afternoon Mr. Huff went to his home 
in Macon to spend Saturday and Sunday and 
as he passed through the city encountered Mr. 
Boufoillet, editor uf the Macon Evening News. 
To Mr. Boufoillet Mr. Huff remarked: 

“Any thing new about that delayed legis-- 
lation ?’’ 

Mr. Boufoillet’s answer was in the nature of 
an inquiry as to the cause of the delay. 

“T guess Patterson could tell you why there 
isa delay,” said Mr. Huff. ‘The biils are 
lecked upin his desk, where they have been 
forseveral days. 

MR. HUFF IS INTERVIEWED 

On Saturday afternoon an interview with 
Mr. Huff appeared in the Evening News and 
in it Mr. -Patterson was represented as being 
the custodian of the bill. 

It is claimed that the article did not charge 
him, or rather it was not Mr.jHuff’s purpose, 
to charge him with delay the legislation. 

When Mr. Patterson read the interview he 
construed it as acharge against him—charging 
him with clogging the progress of the bill. He 
did not think the charge warranted it and 
wrote the card in which he called Mr. Huff a 
liar. 

When Mr. Hutt read Mr. Patterson’s cardhe 
began to smart under the harsh language, and 
addressed the gentleman a note asking him if 
he had been correctly reported. The note was 
entrusted to a friend, who delivered it to Mr. 
Patterson Tuesday afternoon. While this 
friend was searching for Mr. Patterson Mr. 
Huff was looking for Mr. Walter Rhett, whom 
he had selected as his friend. 

MR, PATTERSON SENDS ALL ANSWERS. 

In his reply to Mr. Huff’s note Mr. Patterson 
said that he had used the language ascribed to 
him. 

Mr. Huff then held a long conference with 
Mr. Khett. 

Mr. Rhett had not seen the newspaper pub- 
lications, and asked for an armistice until he 
could gather the facts. Copiesof the articles 
were then procured, and after Mr. Rhett had 
acquired the information he and Mr. Huff held 
a consultation, the result of which was a 
formal demand upon Mr. Patterson for a with- 
drawalof the offensive language. 

Later in the evening Mr. Tom Cobb Jack 
son, acting as Mr. Patterson’s friend, called 
upon Mr. Rhett with whom he conversed some 
time. 

Just what passed between the two gentle- 
men is unknown, but it soon became apparent 
to those who were watching the affair closely 
that nothing like a satisfactory settlement 
could be secured. 

HE’ DECLINES TO WITHDRAW. 

Later Mr. Jackson delivered Mr. Patterson’s 
answer. 

That answer declined to withdraw the lan- 
guage until Mr. Huif had withdrawn his state- 
ment. 

Mr. Huff claimed that his statement was 
absolutely true and susceptible of satisfactory 


proof. 
Consequently he could not withdraw it. 


It was midnight Tuesday when this conclu- 
sion was reached, and without an adjustment 
in sight the gentlemen sought their homes. 

At the Kimball Mr. Patterson left a call for 
7:00 a.m. 

At Folsom’s Mr. Huff left a call for six 
o’clock a. Me 

Mr. Jackson remained with Mr. Patterson 
until nearly two o’clock. 

Mr. Rhett went to his home as soon ashe left 


Mr. Huff. 
THE TROUBLE LEAKS OUT. 


Every effort was made by tho parties inter. 
ested to keep the affair perfectly quiet, but by 
some means it leaked out, and by breakfast 
time yesterday it was street talk. 

Everybody wanted to know all about it. 

‘Both gentlemen were upon the streets, as 
were their seconds, but of course none of them 
knew anything about it. 

When the legislature convened, every eye 
was turned upon the seats of the two gentle 
men. 

Mr. Patterson was present. 

Mr. Huff was absent. 


The vacant chair caused all nfanner of con-— 


jectures and rumors, and before noon it was 
universally believed that Mr. Huff had left 
the city. . 

Then Mr. Patterson was carefully watched. 

A BOARD OF HONOR. 

The-prominence of the gentlemen made the 
impending trouble a source of general regret, 
and early in the day mutual friends sought to 
organize a board of honor.

These were Speaker Clay, of Cobb; Captain 
W. W. Gordon, of Savannah; Hon. Joe 
Lamar, of Augustagana Hon. Clarke Howell, 
of Atlanta. 

No one knows certainly the result of their 
efforts further than they had not brought 
about a reconciliation. 

However, it is understood that Mr. Huff de- 
clined to submit his case to the board. 

This was late in the evening. 

About dark the warcloud began to thicken. 

Every minute seemed to be bringing the de- 
parture of the gentlemen nearer. 

GOVERNOR GORDON TAKES A HAND. 

Governor Gordon, who had gone to his su- 
burban home was communicated with, and 
was informed that the two gentlemen were 
about to leave the city. 

The governor at once sent a telegram to 
Mayor Glenn and another to Judge Nisbett. 

The telegram to Mayor Glenn read:

To Jobn T. Glenn, Mayor. On Train, Near Deea- 
tur, Ga, September 4, 1889-—7:30 p. m.—John T. 
Glenn, Mayor, Atlanta, Ga.: Institute enquiry if 
Huffand Pattersen are to leave city and have them 
arrested.

The message to Judge Nisbett read: 

FROM GOVERNOR GORDON 
To James T. Nesbit. On Train, Near Decatur, Ga., 
September 4, 18‘9—7:30 p. m—James -Nesbit, At- 
lanta. Ga.: Ascertainif Huffand Patterson have, 
or will leave city, and which road. Telegraph so 
as have them arrested and prevent fight. 

JOHN B. GORDON, Governor. 

MAYOR GLENN COMES IN, 

Immediately aster receiving the message 
Mayor Glenn instructed Chief Connolly to ar- 
rest both Mr. Patterson and Mr. Huff. The 
matter was tarned over to Captain 
Couch. The captain, after an 
hour’s search found Mr. Huff in Mr. Rhett’s 
oftice. Mr. Huff protested against arrest, as 
serting that he had violated no law, and Cap 
tain Couch permitted him to go to his room 
upon his promise that he would not leave it 
during the night. 

Captain Conch then went to the Kimball to 
find Mr. Patterson. 

MR. PATTERSON LEAVES THE CITY. 

Mr. Patserson, however, had heard that the 
officers were Searching for him and securing 
a horse and buggy drove out 
of the city. ae: *.. 2 believed too 
hy those who saw him leave that he went to- 
wards the Chattahoochee river and boarded 
the Georgia Pacific train which left Atlanta 
at 11:15. 

So thoroughly satisfied was Chief Connolly 
of this that he sent an officer, who knows Mr. 
Patterson, out on the train with instructions to 
arrest him. 

Other members of the police force went out 
on other lines, and every effort is being made 
to arrest Mr. Patterson. 

MR. HUFF UNDER GUARD. 

Soon after Mr. Huff had gone to his room 
Chief Connolly was instructed by Mayor Glenn 
to put him undera heavy bondtokeep the 
peace. Mr. Huff-was sent for, and when he 
reached police headquarters Judge Manning 
was there; but the judge refused to issue the 
warrant because no one would 
make the requisite affidavit. Chief 
Connolly then permitted Mr. Huff to return to 
his hotel under guard. 

Mr. Huff declined to talk—as did his friend, 
Mr Rhett—except thathe declared his arrest 
uncalled for and out of place, asserting that he 
had no idea of leaving the city. 

Up to four o'clock this morning nothing had 
been heard from Mr. Patterson. 

THE REAL ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 

The trouble .between the two gentlemen 
began eighteen months ago and the recent dis- 
pute was one of its outgrowths. 

During the campaign which 
sending Mr. Huff aud Mr. Patterson 
legislature, a strong unfriendly _ fee)- 
ing sprang up between them 
and throughout the campaign each used some 
severe and harsh language about the other. 
Trouble between them was then anticipated, 
but it did not occur. However, the two gen 
tlemen have been unfriendly since. 

On the day before the election there were 
printed some severe remarks’ about 
Mr. Patterson, and Mr. Huff was said to be 
responsible for it. Th® publication created a 
sensation in Macon on the dav of the election, 
and ali day long friends of both gentlemen 
were in constant fear of encountcr. Mr, Pat- 
terson characterized Mr. Huff’s publications 
asuntrue, and onthe day after the election 
Mr. Huff withdrew the charges just as publicly 
as he had made them. 

Of course this made the feeling more bitter. 

After the election Mr. Huff found himself 
in acontest, and in that fight Mr. Patterson 
took an active and energetic part, and came 
very near, so Mr. Huff says, unseating him. 

This increased the feeling Which has just 
culminated in the impending trouble. 

BOTH HAVE FRIENDS.

. THE YOUNG GIRL 
who was the victim of the Mend’s assault, is 
“Miss Ada Brooks, the daughter of a well-to-do 
 @nd respectable farmer, who lives on the Har- 
- gison place, within a stone’s throw of the de- 
“pot; and the man who made the assault is, or 
was, Warren Powell, a negro boy about four 
teen years old, a worthless fellow, who has 
spent mostof his time in loafing about ix 
town. 
THE ASSAULT WAS MADE 
in a skirt of woods within hearing distance of 
the wagon factory. It happened about 4 
o’clock this afternoon. 

Little Miss Ada and acompanion named 
Maud Butler were on their way from school, 
both living some distance from the town. As 
they entered a little grove, the negro, who 
was, no doubt, Jaying in wait for his victim, 
jamped out and seized Miss Brooks, throwing 
her to tbe gronnd. Miss Butler ran away, 
joining her screams to those of her terrified 
companion, and before the brute could accom- 
plish his designs, people from the town heard 
the screams, and 

RUSHED TO THE SPOT. 

As soon as they made their appearance the 
negro took to the woods, leaving his victim 
frightened almost to death. She was picked 
up and carried to her home, and her father was 
sent for. 

In the meantime the news of the assault had 
spread throughout the town, and in a few 
minutes posses were scouring the country in 
every direction hunting for the negro. 

HE WAS CAUGHT 
about half past five by one of the parties and 
was brought to town, and turned over to 
Bailiff Ratterree, who at once took steps to 
secure his safety, telegraphed to Atlanta for 
orders from the sheriff and assistance from the 
police department. 

THE JAIL IN WHICH POWELL WAS PLACED 
after being delivered to the bailiff, is a small 
two-roomed affair in the rear of the postoftice. 
It is secured by an ordinary padlock, and is as 
little calculated to withstand an attack asa 
smoke house. But Bailiff Ratterree, fearing 
trouble, determined to hold his prisoner till 
the last, and as soon as he had him locked 
up began deputizing assistance. The crowd 
that brought the prisoner to the jail was soon 


reinforced by others that had been in the | 


search, and by half-—past seven o’cloek several 
hundred people were congregated about the 
street leading to the jail. They were as order- 
ly as could be expected under the circum- 
stances, but it soon became evident that a few 
words would suftice to launch. the crowd 
against the jail. This condition of affairs 
lasted until about ten o’clock, when, without 
the least warning or notice. 

A BAND OF FIFTEEN OR TWENTY MASKED MEN 
made their appearance at the head of the short 
street. Bofore word of their approach could 
reach tlie bailiffs who were standing guard at 
tue jail, the band moved through the crowd, 
which involuntarily opened to let it pass, and 
was in front of the door. Bailiff Ratterree was 
at one side, and at the other was Bailiff Wynn. 
Mr. Ratterree had his hands in his pockets, 
leaning against the door, and in one hand held 
the key. When he saw the masked men, he 
knew what was up, but was 

TAKEN BY SURPRISE 

that lhe jerked his hands from his pockets, and 
in doing so dropped the key in the grass. 

*‘Give us the key,” said two or three of the 
foremost men in low but firm tones. 

“T haven't gotit,’’ and the bailiff told the 
truth, for he had not picked it up. 

“Here isa hatchet!’’ exclaimed one of the 
bystanders, and in an instant the padlock was 
broken and a dozen sturdy arms 

GRASPED THE PRISONER 
and dragged him off through the crowd. At 
the door were Powell’s old father and mother, 
the only negroes in the crowd, AS he was 
forced by they began crying and pleading for 
Their boy's life, and Powell begged, for God’s 
sake, not to be hung ali the way until he was 
Jost in the distance. ‘‘Hang him!" “Hang 
him !’’ shouted the mob, which began following 
the masked men. But the men who were to 
do the hanging didn’t want any company, and 
when they had gone about one hundred yards, 
three or four turned about and drawing their 
guns 
WAVED THE CROWD BACK. 

They then crossed a cornfield, dragging tho 
negro over the stalks and leaving a swath in 
their wake. ‘The pailings were torn from a 
fence which intercepted them, and in shoving 
the prisoner through his hat came off, but it 
was allowed to lay where it fell and was 
found some time after by a searching party. 
The negro was carried through several fields, 
and then the main road was struck. After 
knocking about a good deal, to throw those 
still following at a distance off the trail, about 
three-quarters of hour after the masked men 
took the negro from the jail, they were seen 

RETURNING IN TWOS AND THREES, 

but without their masks. No one, however,saw 
the prisonerreturn, and noone could be found 
who saw him hung. But that he was hung is 
positive, for a coil of rope was in the hands of 
one ofthe men when the jail was broken open. 
Later in the night the citizens, who are very 
much excited over the lynching, began, 

HUNTING FOR THE NEGRO’S BRODY, 
but the scouring parties returned without find- 
ing it about 1lo’clock. It will, doubtless, be 
discovered in the morning, asit could not have 
been taken far from the jail, as the time ocen- 
pied by the lynchers was not long enough. 

Little Ada Brocks, the victim of the negro’s 
brutal assanit, was not injured, but greatly 
frightened, and after resting a few hours, was 
recovered from the shock, EK. M.D.

THE MAYOR’S VETO. 


| He Withholds the Issue of License to Wil- 


liam Schrimper. 

Mayor Glenn on yesterday promulgated the 
following veto: 

Mayor’s Orricze, September 4, 1889.—To 
the Membera of the General Council: However 
much I may dislike to disagree with you, I am 
forced in the discharge of my duty, asI see it, to 
dissent to ycur action at your last meeting, in gran® 
ing a license to William Schrimper to retail beer at 
the corner of the Boulevard and Edgewood avenue, 
and I interpose a veto to the grant of that license, 

When your attention is called to the facts, I be- 
lieve that you will agree with me in tbis conclusion. 
Mr, Schrimper made application for this license last 
June, and earnest objections were filed by many of 
the neighbors, which, together with a petition in 
favor of it, was fully investigated by the police 
committee. That committee made a report adverse 
tu the grant of the license, and after hearing both 
sides fully, your body at the first meet- 
ing in July refused to grant the license, On the 
19th of August Mr. Sechrimper made another appli- 
cation for license, which was referred to the police 
committee, and that committee at your last meeting 
again madea report adverse tothe grant of the l!- 
cense to which report your body disagreed and 
granted the license. I am informed that the citizens 
in that neighborhood who objected to the first ap- 
plication were not informed of the second, and they 
couid scarcely be expected to anticipate that a 
second application would be filed so soon after the 
refusal of the first. This accounts for their not filing 
their objections to this second application. Tey 
have the same objections now as they h24 then and 
have urged me to imterpose this veto. With two 
adverse reports from the pctice committee and the 
adverse vote ofyour body in July, and with no 
change in the Surroundings or in the wishes of the 
people, I failtosee any reason for granting the 
Hcense now which did not exist when you refused 
it in July. I do not believe that the 
lheense should be granted. The location is ina 
residence neighborhood and surrounded by resi- 
Gceuces. There are but few business houses in that 
portion of the city, and nonemearer than a block of 
tois place. It is some distance from the business 
portion of the city, and not within the necessary 

wlice surveillance. While many of the neighbors 

ave signed Mr. Schrimper's application for the 
license, yet a large number are seriously and 
earnestly opposed to it, andIam convinced that it 
is wrong to force a beer saloon in a residence com- 
munity where any of the respectable residents are 
opposed toit. In other words, I believe than when 
a man locates his wife and children in a home on 
the residence streets of Atlanta that he is entitled to 
have that home protected from barrooms and becr 
saloons. As I understand it this is your policy; it is 
certainly mine. 

The ordinance adopted by your predecessors con- 
fined these beer licenses to ‘‘business portions of 
business streets,’”’ and we should enforce it. 

We all congratulate our city on the harmony and 
good will existing among her people and I trust 
that we may never take any steps to destroy that 
harmony and to bring about the discord and dis~ 
sension which are so destructive to her best interests.

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A LUCKY TRAIN WRECKER. 


Gets Only Three Years, Where He 
Should Have Had Death. 

GREENVILLE, Ga., September 4.—[Special. ] 
The action of the jury in letting off Ellison so 
easily is greatly criticised here.

in the bestantate of the trial Mr. Hill pro- 
yee to the state’s attorney that the prisoner 

allowed a verdict of guilty with recommen 

dation to the mercy of the court. This would 
have brought as a punishment, imprisonment 
for life. The counsel for the prosecution re- 
fused assent to the proposition. This left Mr. 
Hill no alternative but to do the best he could 
for the defense. He had no fee in the case 
and being appointed Friday as conusel he had 
only Friday night to arrange his line of argu- 
ment, study the testimony and fook up the law 
bearing on the case. 
_ He argued absence or intention of inflicting 
injury upon the part of the prisoner, his weak 


mind, and insisted that no bad motive had, 


been or could be proven. The confession he 
dissected and urged that it was consistent with 
is statement on the stand in which it ap- 
peared that the placing of the bolt on the track 
was a thoughtless act such as boys often com- 
mit. Though it was placed on acurve ata 
point best caleulated to throw the train off, yet 
this was purely accidental. 

When the evidence was all in many pre- 
dicted a verdict of guilty and none thought a 
lighter verdict than guilty with recommenda- 
tion to mercy hardly probable. After being 
out a few hours the jury returned a verdict of 
“‘inyoluntary manslaughter in the commission 
of an unlawful act.’”” The punishmentis im- 
prisonment in the pennitentiary of from one 
to three years.

THE NEW ADDITION | 


WHICH WILL BE MADE TO THE | 


COUNTY COURTHOUSE. 


The Cemmissioners Meet in Regular Monthly 
Session and Accept the Plans—The 
Changes to Be made, 


The county commissioners have accepted 
the plans for the proposed addition to the 
court house, and bids will be invited at once. 

This action was taken at yesterday’s meet 
ing of the board, when the plans and specifi- 
cations were presented and adopted without 
opposition or modification. 

Bruce & Morgan are the architects, and they 
estimate the cost of the new building at about 


twenty thousand dollars. 

While the addition will be constructed as 

far as possible in conformity with the design 
and finish of the main courthouse, there will 
be no communication between it and the new 
addition. They will be separate and distinct, 
but to all appearances will look like one build- 
ing. 
The new wing will front om Hunter street, 
and will take up all the extra ground belong- 
ing tothe county at that side of the court- 
house. 

On the ground fioor, which will be ona level 
with the sidewalk, the tax collector will have 
an office, and alsothe tax receiver. These 
offices will be so arranged that, though having 
facilities for direct communication between 
the two officials, the public wil be compelled 
to go through a hall from one to the other. 

The offices of the county clerk and county 
superintendent of schools will be on the second 
floor, and the third will be taken up by the 
commissioners’ courtroom. In this room the 
county treasurer and attorney will have offices. 

When the building is completed all the 
county officials will be accommodated under 
one roof, and the necessity of renting quarters 
for the collector and receiver will be obviated. 

It is the intention of the commissioners to 
begin work as soon as practicable. An extra 
tax has been leviedefor this purpose, and as 
soon as the bids are accepted the contract wil 
be let. 

The clerk was instructed to advertise for 
bids at once, and on the first Wednesday in 
November they will be opened at the regular 
meeting of the board. 

The November meeting of the commission- 
ers will be an important one. Besides let- 
ting out the contract for the new wing to 
the courthouse, the building of an iron bridge 
over the Chattahoochee river will be definitely 
decided upon. 
OTHER MATTERS. 

On motion of Mr. Kiser, the building com- 
mittee was instructed to hire a watchman for 
the new stockade, and Mr. Kiser’s action in 
temporary iusuring the new building was con- 
firmed. 

The almshouse question, which was con- 
tinued from the special meeting held last week 
came up for final action, and it was decided 
that the change of name tocounty farm should 
not be made. 

Some discussion was had as to the duties of 
the aims house committee. Mr. Hunnicutt, 
the chairman, was in doubt as_ to his jurisdic- 
tion, and this was construed so as to include 
authority in all cases where charity was asked. 

The finance committee was authorized to 
make a loan of #5,000 for sixty days, to meet 
the current expenses of the past month, which 
amounted to $13,000 in round numbers. 

County Attorney Thompson was present in 
answertothe resolution of the last meeting 
citing him to appear and show why he had 
not taken possession of certain property which 
had been sold for taxes. Mr. Thompson gave 
satisfactory reason for his position, and was 
instructed to proceed with the settlement of 
these claims’ in such manner as he thought 
expedient. °

“When we got on board he walked round the 
ship. My people crowded about him, and he said 
for the first time in his jife he felt confidence fn a 
mob. His spirits seemed to revive, and he told me 
pext morming that he had never slept better, Next 
day he askcd me a thousand questions and seemed 
quite initiated in nautical matters. At breakfast 
and dinner three was a great deal of conversation. 
He spoke ofthe 8Scheldt expedition, I asked him 
ifhe bad ever thought we shonld succeed. He 
said, ‘Never;’ and turnimg a little toward the Aus- 
trian Commissioner, he staid: ‘I wrote from Vienna 
that the expedition was intended against Antwerp,’
